NOT TH£3*0H0LEBA 

Sut Attributable to Local Causes. 

WASiil.Ntil'd.N, Aug. .5. — W. E. Stevens, 
U. S. conaul ut •Smyrna, writes the na- 
tional board of health under date of .Inly 
Kith; The news from I'jgypt is less alarm- 
ing than at the lime of my last report. 
Facts have cmiie to light tending to show 
the disease winch is decimating the popu- ; 
l.ition of Daiiiietta is not the .Asiatic cho- 
lera, but a malignant local destroyer, 
cauaod by the filthy condition nf the town 
and tho uiicloaii habits of its lower class- ' 
03, whose jiriucipal article of food is lish, 
caught from water that is polluted and 
poisoned by heing a roceptaclo for olhd ' 
and the carcasses of diseased animals. 
During tho British iiccu]iatioii many am- 
lUals perished and their bodies were ' 
dumped into the water regardless of con- 
aeiiiiences This theory is strengthened 
by tho following facts: The disease first [ 
made its appearance at Damietta on the 
4th of .Jiiiie hut was not made public until ' 
the •JOtli, at which liiiii' the death rate j 
liocame too l.ir.je for l..iiger coiici^alment. i 
Second, the mortality is contined almost 
wholly to natives, who disregard in their 
mode of living all sanitary reijuiremeiit.s. 
Third, the- disease is liiiiiied to a small 
torritory. Fourth, its previous cuiirae, 
on the siip|iositioii that it is .Asiatic elm 
lera, cannot bo traced. Fifth, the disease 
does not spread with rapidity. .Asiatic 
cholera was only two days in travelling 
troiu Damietta to Aloxaudrin. I may add 
that some of the best physicians of .Smyr- 
na dn ii..t reeard tho present scourge in 
I'^uypt ail cholera. \Vilh the stringent 
iiioasures taken to contine it within the 
l.rest'nt limits it is fair to assume that its 
ravages will not be much further extemi 
od, although the death rates show little 
diminution as yot.

ror, and there, by its assistance, should, 
with a penknife, have cut her throat from 
ear to ear, and then, impntionlat thealuw 
apijruach uf death, should have diaeiii- 
bowleii liorsolf with a .lapaneao sword. \ 
tendency to suicidal mania has existed in 
the fiiiiiily an undo of the uiifortuiiale 
Kllcn having ii.il long ago, taken his own 
life.

of Hteauiers ])iieB betw(M;ii ii (Jaiuidiaii 
port aiift its Laki; Superior tcriiiitiiis, 
and luiiiber and other supplies for 
Canada can lie carrii'd iliiil way with j 
fewer iiiiloH of transportiitioii than by 
rail, and it should bn t;lieii[)L'r nlso. 
Wiiiiiipog si^eins very reiiiote, but ac- 
tually it ia but 4:31) miles from a Lake 
Superior port, which is as near as 
ChicHoo is to Montreal or Buffalo, and 
II place four hundrnd and thirty-live 
miles from Chicago does not Kjeni very 
reiiiotc. Manitoba lia.s been gi-pwiiig 
as no part of tlie 1 loiiiiuion ever d id be- 
forp, and iiiipareiitly as fast as Kuiisas 
in Its Lest diiys or Dakota recently, 
and the Canadian Pacilic is its only 
outlet, though only 6S miles of it are 
Uhoil liiHween ^Vil)nipeg and the St. 
Paul -i Alanitobii road at the border. 
The coinpp.ny now rejiorts its eariiiiiga.
